REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The applicant's amendments now require a specific range of pH and a specific 
range of the metal halide. 

3. The previous art cited related to the formation of the metal halide and 
compositions containing the metal halide. In those references teaching the formation of 
the metal halide, the compositions are acidic due to the use of a halide acid used to 
form the metal halide. Because of the inclusion of the halide acid, these composition 
are typically very acidic and would not read on the instant alkaline composition.

Similarly these compositions typically produce quantities of the metal halide in amounts 
higher than those currently claimed. 

4. Similarly the Schindler reference teaches compositions for post laundry treatment 
using the metal halide. In this case the composition is also acidic and would not read 
on the instant claims.
